Arlx ir lettering on them, and at once re­ 
sig ned. 
Another eng ineer waft ordered to 
take his place.

taken out by a non-union man. Three 
firemen also surrendered their istsitioua 
The men say that in no case did they g ive 
any reasons for quitting . 
The I nited 
States court throug h J udg e Ricks decrees 
that these men, quitting work under such 
circumstances, are g uilty of a misdemean­ 
or and punishable according ly. 
Opinion* uf Prominent Lawyer*. 
Many prominent lawyers declare the rul­ 
ing practically destroys the 
individual 
rig hts and lil>erty of the men, and will be 
found unconstitutional. 
Preparation* are 
being made for a g reat leg al battle. 
The 
officials are after Chief Arthur and he has 
been ordered to bring into court such of 
their secret wot k as compels members not 
to handle the boycotted cars. 
The caae de­ 
velops into one of remarkable interest and 
a g reat leg ai battle will ensue. The trouble 
is slowly but surely spm uling to other 
roads, and it promises now u> be a deat h 
strug g le between railroads and railway 
brotherhoods.
